FLOUR MANUFACTURE 
METHODS INTRICATE 


Few people realize how intricate 
and scientific is the process of man- 
ufacturing a high-grade flour. 
Wheat, like other cereals, has three 
principal parts. The outer covering, 
called bran, is made up of several lay- 
ers, and is rich in mineral salts, but 
is largely cellulose or woody fiber, 
with little or no nutriment as a food.

grades.”

PANAMA REJECTS 


First International Test 
of Gold Laws Looming 
in Case, 


NEW YORK, March 1.—(4)—The 
acting fiscal agent of the republie of 
Panama today said he had been in- 
structed not to accept the United 
States government’s check for $250,- 
000 in payment of this country’s obli- 
gation under the Canal zone treaty 
of 1904. 

John Foster Dulles, acting as the 
Central American government’s fiscal 
agent in the absence of Thomas Nel- 
son Cromwell, said he had received 
the check from Washington on Mon- 
day. 

Dulles was unable to explain the 
motive behind Panama's instructions, 
but in financial circles it was believed 
Panama intended to demand payment 
in gold. 

Cromwell is in France and Dulles 
recently returned from Berlin, where 
he represented American houses of 
issue in negotiating with the Reichs- 


bank a program of interest payments. 
on German dollar bonds. 

Financial circles believed that Pan- 
ama’s action might be the first step in| 
a controversy of international impor- | 
tance. | 

Under the Panama canal treaty, 
ratified in 1904, the United States 
agreed ‘con't, Panama a lump sum of 
$10,000, in gold coin and to make 
paee payments of $250,000 in “like 
g0 ”

These payments are due each year 
on Februa 26. If the Panamanian 
legation refuses to accept the check 
and demands gold it will be the first 
test of the gold, clause. 

Under the joint congressional reso- 
lution of June 5, 1933, all obligations, 
public and private, to pay in gold were 
outlawed. 


THREAT DISCLOSED 
N WYNEKOOP CASE 


CRIMINAL COURTS BUILD- 
ING, CHICAGO, March 1.—-(4)— 
With lips trembling from a storm of 
pent-up emotion, Catherine Wynekoop, 
physician-daughter of Dr. Alice Lind- 
say Wynekoop, charged with the mur- 
der of her daughter-in-law, Rheta, 
testified in her mother’s defense today 
that she had heard Rheta make a 
threat which indicated she contemplat- 
ed suicide. 

Avid spectators, who again today 
stormed the courtroom, sat tensely 
silent as the 25-year-old physician told 
for the first time the sequence of 
dramatic incidents after Rheta’s body 
was found drenched in blood on the 
operating table in the gloomy west 
side home of her mother. 

Visibly striving to control her emo 
tions, Dr. Catherine told of a visit 
to Rheta the Sunday before the young 
wife's death,

Catherine. 

She said Rheta told her she would 
agile amm tr Earle would be sorry 
or. 

Dr. Catherine's appearance as & 
defense witness presaged the calling 
of her mother to the witness box. 
Indications had been that the mother 
might take the stand today and in- 
terest flared high as spectators swarm- 
ed into the criminal courts building 
in an attempt to gain entrance to the 
courtroom, 

The aged defendant probably will 
take the stand tomorrow. Throughout 
her daughter's testimony she sat nerv- 
ously toying with a water glass, her 
allid face constantly lifted to watch 
er daughter.

Rasputin’s Mesmeric Powers)

Cited by Killer of ‘Mad Monk’ 


LONDON, March 1.—(UP)—The 
weird, hypnotic powers of Rasputin 
over members of the erotic court 0 
Russia under the last czar were de- 
scribed in dramatic detail by Prince 
Yonussoupoff today. 

The prince, testifying in the libel 
suit of his wife, Princess Irina Alex- 
androvna, niece of Czar Nicholas, 
against the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Mo- 
tion Picture Company, told in quick, 
nervous sentences how he,, himself, 


was subjected to the mad monk’s mes- | ©25 


meric influence. 

“Rasputin promised to try to cure 
me of a complaint,” the prince credit- 
ed with slaying the unholy man from 
Asia testified. “I was told to lie on 
a couch in his study. 

“Rasputin began to stroke my chest, 
neck and head, and make passes over 
my face.” 

Sir William Jowitt, defense attor- 
ney, interposed: 

‘Did you find he had a very power- 
ful mesmeric influence over you?” 

“Yes,” the prince replied, his voice 
shaking. 

“And you were unable to call out 
or move?’ 

“Practically.” 

Earlier in the questioning of the 
prince, Sir William suggested he was 
so nervous when administering poison 
cakes to Rasputin in the death plot 
that he hardly knew what he was 
doing. 

“I’m not a professional murderer,” 
the prince shouted. “Naturally I was 
nervous.” 

The prince admitted that in parts 
John Barrymore’s motion picture ver- 
sion of Rasputin’s killing resembled 
Grand Duke Dimitri’s actions rather 
than his own. The defense is seeking 
to prove that none of the actors in 
the film, “Rasputin and the Em- 
press,” basis of the libel suit, por- 
trayed actual characters at the Rus- 
sian court. The princess claims “Na- 
tasha” in the film is based on her 
own life, and that her character was 
defamed and libeled because in the 
picture “Natasha” apparently was se- 
duced by Rasputin. 

Sir William, in#*sting as his defense 
that all the characters except the 
main figures in the film were ficti- 
tious, further sought to disprove 
charges in the suit that “Natasha” 
was seduced by Rasputin. 

Referring to the hotror on ‘“Na- 
tasha’s” face when Rasputin in the 
picture says: “We're going to punish 
Paul, you and I...,” Sir William 
declared: 

“There ig no ground for saying that 
‘Natasha’ ,promised to give herself to 


‘| that man. 


He turned to the jury and suggest- 
ed that as reasonable men and women, 
they were unable to come to the con- 
clusion that ‘“Natasha” was either 
seduced or the mistress of Rasputin. 
He then turned to the bench and said: 


“I should have asked your lordship | 


to withdraw the case from the jury 
on this point, but for a fact feel that 
much must depend on the way in 
which the film character is received.” 

Sir William also indicated he felt 
that talking pictures would provide a 
new branch of the law, being capable, 
he insisted, of producing both slander

Sir William drew laughter when he 
referred to reports that Miss Fanny 
Holtzman, Hollywood lawyer, had pre- 
vailed upon the princess to bring suit 
against the film company here and 
in numerous other countries. : 

“My only regret is,” he said, “that 
I have not had the opportunity of 
seeing Miss Fanny Holtzman in the 
witness box here. I should have liked 
to ask her a few questions.” 

He then introduced the first of the 
defense witnesses, Sir Bernard Pares, 
professor of Russian literature and 
history. The professor testified that 
the character “Chegodieff,” played by 
John Barrymore, remained to him a 
portrayal of Dimitri, and “Natasha,” 
of Golovina, another Russian court 
figure.

Official Declares 


DETROIT, March 1.—(#)—Nearly 
three months after the repeal of pro- 
hibition, the administrator of the al- 
coholic beverage; unit of the depart- 
ment of justice here believes the ma- 
jority of the drinking public still is 
patronizing bootleggers. 

Major W. L. Ray, who was head 
of the special investigation division of 
prohibition enforcement before repeal, 
said today he was convinced that 
“there are more stills in operation 
here since repeal, and their capacity 
is double what it used to be.” 

“If this liquor they distill wasn’t 
sold and consumed, these racketeers 
wouldn’t be manufacturing it,” he

“The drinking public still calls up 
the bootlegger from whom it can get 
fair quality liquor at one-third the 
liquor store prices.” 

The illicit distillers, he said, hav- 
ing no tax to pay, are putting out 
a grade of alcohol comparable to the 
best grade. of legitimate alcohol, at 
$8 for a five-gallon can. The tax 
alone on five gallons of legitimate al- 
cohol, he pointed out, is $19. 

Furthermore, he said, the alley dis- 
tillers have improved their products 
to compete in quality with licensed

Trade, Industrial Activity — 


Continues Rise in District 


Trade and industrial activity in the 
sixth federal reserve district were at 
a substantially higher level in Janu- 
ary than in the sanie month of last 
year, and most of the important in- 
dices showed gains over mber, 
according to the monthly review of 
the Federal Reserve bank of At- 
lanta. 

Monthly index numbers computed 
by the bank show that daily average 
sales of Atlanta department stores. 
adjusted for seasonal variatious, 
stood at 139.3 for January, 1934, as 
compared with 112.0 for January, 
1933, the index numbers being based 
on 100 for 1923-1925. 

January sales reported by 52 de- 

artment stores in the district were 
31.2 per cent greater than in January 
of 1933, although they declined from 
the holiday level in December by 48.7 
per cent. Sales of 99 > neg | whole- 
sale firms in eight different lines av- 
eraged 10.3 per cent greater in Jan- 
uary than in December, and were 59.6 
Pers cent greater than in January, 


_ The largest gain in the district 
over January of last year was report- 
ed by dry goods firms, whose sales 
were more than double those a year 
ago. Bank debits to individual ac- 
counts increased slightly over the 
month and were 15.9 per cent greater 
than for January, 1933. 
Building Permits Increase. _ 
Building ‘permits issued during 
during January at 20 ere 
increased 64.2 per cent over UVecem- 
ber, and were more than three times 
as large as in January of last year. 
Construction contracts awarded in 
the district during January increased 
42% per cent over the month before, 
and were more than twice as large as 
in January, 1933. Residential ‘con- 
tracts increased per cent from De- 
eember to January, and were 241.7 
per cent greater than a year ago, and 
other contracts increased 40.5 per 
cent of December? and exceeded those 
in January, 1933, by 111.6 per cent, 
the review showed. 
Daily average demand deposits of 
all member banks were higher for 
January than for any other month 
since March, 1932. Although the vol- 
ume of federal reserve bank credit 
outstanding at the sixth district baun 
declined further between January 10 
and February 14, it was somewhat 
greater than a year ago, because of 
larger holdings of United States gov- 
ernment securities, the bank reporied. 
Loans by weekly reporting member 
banks declined somewhat, but hold- 
ings of government securities ID- 
creased by $14,500,000, and loans and 
investments of these banks were $29,- 
800,000 greater on February 14 than 
at the same time last year. 
Estimates of the citrus fruit pro- 
duction in Florida from the bloom 
of 1933 are somewhat below those of 
the previous crop season, but the 
orange crop is larger than that from 
the 1931 bloom, the bank reported. 
The February estimate indicated ap 
orange crop of 15,100,000 boxes, com- 
pared with 16,200,000 last season and 
a crop of 9,800,000 boxes of grape- 
fruit, compared with 11,800,000 boxes 
during the previous season. — 
Strawberry Acreage Gains. 
Acreage in strawberries increased 
this year over last in Louisiana and 
was the same in Georgia, though 
showing declines in other states. Geor- 
gia Irish potatb growers increaséd “in- 
tentions to plant” from 800 acres in 
1933 to 1,400 in 1934, and other 
states also reported increases. LEsti- 
mates by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture indicate more cat- 
tle, but fewer horses, mules, sheep 
and hogs on the farms of the district, 
although the total value of farm ani- 
mals increased 23.1 per cent over the

Department stores of the district, 
in addition to reporting increased 
sales, reported that stocks were larger 
by 19.2 per cent and that the collec- 
tion ratio was higher, as compared 
with January, 1933.

Dun & Bradstreet statistics indi- 
eated that during January there were 
51 business failures in the district, 
the same number as in December, as 
compared with 176 in January, 1933. 
Liabilities for January, 1934, amount- 
ed to $759,559, compa: with $458, 
665 for December, and with $5,372,- 
172 for January a year ago. Busi- 
ness failures over the nation likewise 
decreased from January of 1933, 

Atlanta’s building permits during 
January showed an _ increase of 
1,155.1 per cent in value over the 
same month of 1933, although fewer 
in number. Permits over the district 
increased 229.1 per cent in value over 
January, 1933. 

Total consumption of cotton by 
American mills increased by 45.8 per 
cent from December to January, aft 
er declining each month except one 
(October) from an all-time high level 
in June through December. January 
consumption was 8.1 per cent greater 
than in that month a year ago. In 
the cotton states, which consumed 8 
per cent of the country’s total, Janu- 
ary consumption increased 43.6 per 
cent over December and was 2.4 per 
cent greater than a year earlier. 

The national summary shows that 
volume of industrial production in- 
creased by more than the usual sea- 
sonal amount in January and the 
early part of February. The genera! 
level of wholesale commodity prices, 
after showing relatively little change 
during the Jast five months of 1933, 
advanced considerably after the turn 
of the year. 

The district survey showed that 
while pig iron production in Alabama 
declined from the high December 
level, it was five times the low pro- 
duction of January, 1933. Coal pro- 
duction increased over the month and 
over January last year in both Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. 


MEASURES TO A 
TRAFFIG APPROVED 


As flagrant violations of Atlanta 
traffic laws continued Thursday, the 
ordinance committee approved ordin- 


ances designed to tighten the local 
laws and to aid enforcement. 

A double-barrelled ordinance aimed 
at drivers under the influence of in- 
toxicants, and speeders was sanctioned 
by the committee, and the police com- 
mittee of council gave formal approval 
to a triplicate copy system to assist 
officers in enforcing traffic regula- 
tions. The three-copy system will allow 
one copy to go to the violator, an- 
other to the police department and a 
third will remain in copy books. Each 
book will be checked and if copies are 
destroyed, officers will be called to 
explain why. 

_The ordinance sponsored by Coun- 
cilman John A. White, provides $100 
fines, 30 days in the stockade and 
revocation of the right to drive from 
30 to 90 days for those driving under 
the influence of liquor.

Uncle Sam: Not Expected 
To Seek Cut in Big 
Salaries. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
men who have been getting big fat 
salaries from corporations 
had a kind word said for them lately 


by any of the governmental agencies 
hereabotts, In fact, the 
given to the details of these salaries 
has all been in the direction of dis- 
approval. 

But now it has been discovered 
that Uncle Sam is deeply interestéd in 
seeing to it that big salaries are not 
reduced. In fact, it would be help- 
ful, so it appears, for some of these 
salaries to be higher. For Uncle Sam 
would then get more money out of 
them. 

No. less an authority than a sub- 
committee-of the house ways and 
means committee has made known 
its view that high salaries ought not 
be reduced because tax revenue would 
actually be lost. 

Looking over the new tax rates and 
the schedule in the present law, Uncle 
Sam gets about $30,000 out of every 
corporation officer who earns $100,- 

a year. When the salary gets up 
to $200,000, the government gets 
more than 40 per cent, namely about 
$86,000. If a salary reaches $1,000,- 
000, which is a rare case, the govern- 
ment gets $500,000 out of it. 

The reasoning of the congressional 
committee’s experts is that a surtax 
on an individual income gives the fed- 
eral government more money than if 
the: same amount is spread among & 
lot of small taxpayers, each of whom 
pays a small fraction. In other 
words, the theory of the income tax 
is that it is to the interest of the 
government to see high salaries, and 
bonuses paid because the present 
theory of taxation is to increase the 
tax rates materially on higher in- 
comes. 

As long as the income tax is the 
principal source of tax revenues, the 
treasury will benefit from a system 
of concentrated wealth or earning 
power, especially since in recent years 
congress has followed the soak-the- 
rich policy rather than to set up any 
general sales tax. 

What has become rather significant 
is that the experts who study ways 
and means of getting tax. revenue 
plainly confess that there has to be a 
profit-ssystem. For Uncle Sam _ has 
gone into partnership with the pro- 
ductive capacity or earning power of 
individuals as well as companies, In 
a nutshell, the government splits on 
a 30-70 basis on all $100,000 incomes 
and, while the proportion may be 
open to debate, depending on what 
amounts are desired to collect, there 
can be no doubt that the treasury’s 
fortunes are dependent upon a con- 
tinuance of a system of rewards for 


individual earning power.

Embarking on another research 
problem when I swore two months 
ago not to take on another is un- 
doubtedly bad practice.

Both Sides at Rome To 
Lay Case Before Labor 
Board. — : 


Representatives of opposing fac- 
tions in the strike at the Southern 
Co-operative Foundry in Rome, Ga., 
agreed Thursday to submit the con- 
troversy to the Atlanta regional labor 
board, and A. Stevene Nance, a mem- 
ber of the board, advised the employes 
to withdraw pickets, 

Nance investigated the strike con- 
ditions at the request of Governor 
Talmadge following requests for 
troops because of what officers de- 
scribed as “riotous atmosphere.” 

The labor board set 2 p. m. Mon- 
day, March 5, as the time for the 
hearing. 

Representatives of the company 
and the employes said an agreement 
had been reached whereby all activity 
would cease until the labor board had 
heard both sides. It also was agreed, 
Nance said, that the opponents would 
be willing to allow the regional board 
to sit as a body of arbitration. 

Unless both sides agree to this ac- 
tion, the board sits as a fact-finding 
body and their finds are forwarded 
to Washington for final decision. 

It is the contention of the strikers 
that the company was left with an 
unfair wage differential following set- 
tlement of a general strike of all 
Rome foundries. 

The strikers had set up tents out- 
side the foundry and prevented ship- 
ment of fepair parts or other stock 
from the foundry. 

An attempt to send out parcel post 
packages Monday caused a clash be- 
tween pitckets and foundry officials. 
Disorders following this caused an ap- 

al to be made to the governor for 
roops. The militia was not ordered 
out but the governor sent personal 
|representatives to the scene, which 
resulted in the agreement to place the 
matter before the labor board. 


HART FARMERS PUSH 


ATHENS, Ga., March 1.—(/)—To 
save present valuable soils, the farm- 
ers of Hart county are practicing re- 
forestation extensively, it is announc- 
ed by the agricultural extension serv- 
ice of the University of Georgia. 

Demonstrations begun in 1925 by 
the Hart county farm agent and an 
extension forester have progressed so 
far that now there are 60 acres re- 
forested in the county. Forty-four 
farmers this week are setting out 113,- 
000 additional pine seedlings, - which, 
at the usual rate of 850 to an acre, 
will cover approximately 145 acres. 

In Hart as in many other Geotgia 
counties, farmers are moving rapidly 
to reclaim eroded, almost worn-out 
land by one of the better methods of 
controlling erosion—artificial refor- 
estation,

BANK RECENTER ASKS 
STAY ON COURT RULING 


WASHINGTON, March 1-—(?)— 
John C, Lewis, receiver of the Han- 
cock. National bank of Sparta, Ga., 
would have the supreme court set 
aside a ruling by the fifth circuit 
court of appeals giving Georgia a 
prior lien on the bank’s assets.

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Surgeons Divided on Qualification 


Of Major Ocker To Handle Plane 


‘ SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 1.— 


(P)—A conflict of opinion between: 


two flight surgeons on whether they 
consider it safe to fly with the veter- 
an pilot of the army air corps de- 
veloped today in the court-martial of 
58-year-old Major William C. Ocker, 
pioneer in blind flying. 

Captain E. L. Berquist, medical of- 
ficer at Kelly Field, testified he was 
willing to take to the air with Ocker, 
the oldest pilot in the army in point 
of service. 

His superior, Major Clyde C. John- 
ston, senior flight’ surgeon and chief 
prosecution witness against Ocker on 
charges of making derogatory remarks 
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concerning Lieutenant Colonel B. H. 
Clagett, commanding officer.of Kelly 
Field, -had told the military court he 
would not fly with Ocker unless he 
received a direct command. 

Ocker is charged with having stated 
he was bei discriminated against 
and that there was “collusion” be- 
tween Lieutenant Colonel Clagett and 
Major Johnston concerning a physical 
examination that removed him from 
flying status on the grounds of de- 
fective vision following a plane crash 
more than a year ago. 

Conviction on the charges, brought 
under the 92d article of war, could 
result in penalties ranging from a 
reprimand to life imprisonment. _ 

Major Ocker was restored to flight 
duty after a physical examination by 
Captain Berquist and Captain H. E. 
Schneider last September 29, the day 
he is alleged to have made the re- 
marks about Lieutenant Colonel 
Clagett to Major Johnston. 

“Do you think it is safe for Major 
Ocker to fly?’ Captain Berquist. was 
asked by defense counsel. 

“If I didn’t I wouldn’t have passed 
him.” the witness replied. 

“Tt’s your business to pass on 
pilots; then why don’t you fly with 
Major Ocker?’ 

“T will: I never turned him down,” 
Captain Berquist responded. 

He said Ocker passed the physical 
examination with certain waivers per- 
taining to his vision granted by the 
adjutant general of the air corps. — 

Major Johnston had testified he is 
still of the opinion Ocker is not quali- 
fied physically or psychologically to 
pilot planes. He said, however, he had 
approyed the findings of Captains Ber- 
quistand Schneider.

If our policemen cannot 
correct this situation, we should get 
men who can do it.” 

Councilman J. Raymond Curtis said 
that “the trouble is that the people 
are demanding economy and that we 
cut to the bone. We are between two 
fires, and cannot determine what 
ought to be done, An emergency ex- 
ists, the policemen should be placed 
on extra duty to cope with the situ- 
ation.” 

Chief of Police T. O. Sturdivant 
replied that “the men _ have been 
placed on extra duty. There are just 
three men who are ro all this 
dirty work, and I’ll be willing to bet 
two to one that they will all be lock- 
ed up within one week.” ; 

Alderman Farris Mitchell added his 
voice to those who said that “some- 
thing must be done.” 

Alderman JI. Glore Hailey charged 
that “the newspapers are not Co- 
operating, because of premature pub- 
licity given to the police department’s 
activities.” 

Loehr Scores Officers. 

Councilman H. Turner Loehr said 
that “‘we have enough policemen now, 
and this situation could be cleared up 
if they would get on the job and quit 
hanging around filling stations and 
warming their feet at stoves.” 

Councilman Curtis, in taking 
another shot at the matter, said that 
‘“‘all of this discussion has not gotten 
us together. If the police committee 
and council will not back up the de- 
partment, go ahead and put the city 
under martial law!”

Existence of the threatening letter 
was revealed when the police com- 
mittee voted to allow Detective Lieu- 
tenant Lon Evans, Detectives Martin 
and Taylor and Patrolmen Jones and 
Cody to receive from the power com- 
pany compensation for the extra time 
they spent on the case. 

The offer of the compensation was 
made in a letter from Frank Shumate, 
a vice president of the power com- 
pany, which was transmitted to the 
committee by Chief Sturdivant. Shu- 
mate’s letter praised the work of the 
officers, and said that they had con- 
tributed a great deal of extra effort 
and time to the investigation. 

Prominent ministers and business 
and professional men are behind the 
movement for a giant mass meeting 
at the auditorium to consider the dep- 
utizing of enough men to put down 
the crime wave in which more than 
30 persons have been abducted and 
robbed in the last 18 days, it was said. 

Under plans of the Men of Justice, 
the special officers would be trained 
by retired army officers and would 
augment the police force. which, it 
was pointed out, has caught only one 
gang of the “ride” bandits without 
stopping the epidemic. 

Four Suspects Arrested. 

Four persons were aryested on “sus- 
picion” Thursday by city detertives 
but none has been connected with the 
abduction robberies. 

Those held at the police station are 
Arthur Hunerkop, of 443 Oakland 
avenue, being questioned in connec- 
tion with a purse snatching; George 
Lewis, 26-year-old negro, of the rear 
of 318 Decatur street, and John Fan- 
ning, 28, of 193 Gilmer street, whom 
detectives are holding for questioning 
concerning stolen goods; and George 
Willis, negro, of’ 105 1-2 Decatur 
street, who was arrested by detectives. 

H. H. Hubbard, 32. of 552 Howell 
place, S. W., late Thursday after- 
noon was held up by a lone white 
bandit while walking under the Cen- 
tral avenue viaduct, and was robbed 
of $1.25 in cash. his overcoat and 
his shoes, according to a report to 
police. Hubbard said that the bandit 
struck him in the face while he was 
being forced to remove his_ shoes. 
Hubbard said that he borrowed a pair 
of shoes to walk to the police sta- 
tion and report the robbery. 

Daring Daylight Holdup. 

Bandits perpetrated a daring day- 
light holdup Thursday morning, rob- 
bing E. R. Wilson, of 352 Jones- 
boro road, of $14.50 on McDonough 
road. Wilson told police three white 
men in an automobile asked him to 
ride with them and when he refused, 
they pulled pistols and ordered him 
to give them his money. 
caped in their car. 


While 30 persons have been victim-| 


ized by the daring bandits in the last 
18 days, five others escaped. Berry 
Cohen, bicycle dealer, and a party 
almost were victims of robbers on the 
Jonesboro road last week but succeed- 
ing in foiling the robbers and sup- 
plied Hapeville and city police with 
information which led to the arrest 
of three persons, two of whom were 
later identified by another victim as 
the bandits who robbed him. 
Situation Termed Appalling. 

“It is appalling that in a civilized 
community, citizens are snatched 
from their machines, carted to re- 
mote sections of the county, robbed 
and subjected to such humiliations,” 
Wiley L. Moore, president of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, said. 

“Organized crime is rampant, it 
flouts society and preys on it in the 
heart of the city. I wish to urge every 
officer of the law and every enforce- 
ment arm to be especially vigilant at 
this time of emergency. The wave of 
banditry which has descended on At- 
lanta is unheard of in the history of 
Georgia. The methods employed make 
its detection especially difficult. I be- 
lieve the police are doing. everything 
possible to protect the properties of 
the citizens, and am merely urging 
them to leave no facility at their dis- 
position untried . 

“Law-abiding citizens are timid 
about leaving their, homes even in 
broad daylight. The situation has 


They es- | 


reached an alarming stage. It calls 
for the complete co-operation of all 
citizens, the law and all those who 
believe in civilization.” 

Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Power Company, said: 


“We in the Georgia Power Com- 
pany had a striking demonstration of 
the seriousness of the crime situation 
today when a holdup occurred just 
outside the company building in Fair- 
lie street almost at midday. Many 
of our employes were going to lunch 
at the time and any one of them 
might have been the victim. When 
holdups can occur in broad dayligh 
on busy streets, in addition to the 
large number of banditries at night, 
the time has come for action. 

“My opinion is that Atlanta’s crime 
wave is the result of the extremely 
cold weather in the north during the 
past month, which has driven a horde 
of criminals south. It is an extraor- 
dinary situation that calls for extraor- 
dinary measures. I believe that extra 
police should be sworn in to assist 
the regular force, just as many of 
them as are needed to round up the 
criminals and restore order.” 


Other Atlantans also raised a cry 
for citizens to confer with police a 
the police committee an an effort 
end the careers of robbers. 


“I never go out alone any more,” 
one prominent young Atlanta woman 
said, and another added that “It is 
getting to be everybody for himself” 
in seeking protection. 


“Strong-arm squads of police should 
be assigned constantly to check ques- 
tionable hotels, rooming houses, poole 
rooms and ‘joints,’” a man said. 


“A citizens’ mass meeting will de- 
velop something that will be of aid 
to the police in combatting crime,” 
declared a second man. 


Another suggested that all outly- 
ing traffic lights should be abolished 
at night, for motorists required to 
stop for them are exposed to ban- 
dits. He also advocated a meeting 
between a citizens’ committee and po- 
lice officials. 

A woman said, “It has reached the 
point where I stay in every night for 
fear of being abducted. It is time 
for immediate and drastic action.” 

“I wish that the city’s social, civic 
and business leaders wotld meet with 


| the police and attempt to formulate - 


some plan to make the streets safe 
from robbers” was the appeal of one 
young woman. 


“Carefully selected volunteer citi« 
zens should be armed to aid the po- 
lice in their drive against these vi- 
cious bandits who infest our city” 
was the way a businessman summed 
up his cure for the crime wave. 


Dr. Hugh N. Fuller, Emory Uni- 
versity and criminclogist, said crime 
always followed. unstable economic 
conditions and that if the new deal 
is successful in settling the economic 
order, crime will lessen to a large 
extent. 


An out-of-town visitor, cognizant 
with the situation in Atlanta, said 
he did not believe that the chief of 
police should advise everybody to 
“carry guns and to shoot to kill” be- 
cause that is the duty of the police- 
men, “what they’re paid for.” 


Increase in Firearms Sale. 


There has been a decided increase 
in the sale of firearms, hardware 
stores reported, as citizens prepared to 
defend themselves from the bandits. 
In the last 10 days a large number 
of pistols and many 12-inch barreled 
shotguns have been sold, some of 
them to persons who never before con- 
sidered it necessary to go about the 
mveens of Atlanta armed to the 
teeth.

What's Next in 
Austria? 

With his destruction of the social- 
democracy of Austria, Chancellor 
Dollfuss has wiped out the one re- 
liable ally he could have mustered 
against the rising tide of naziism. He 
paved the way for his fiercest oppo- 
nents, I am not referring to the 
German nazis. Herr Hitler is too 
shrewd to risk the displeasure of Brit- 
ain and Italy by marching into Aus 
tria and simply annexing the coun- 
try. Herr Hitler is ardently wooing 
Britain at the present moment, quite 
in accordagce with the policy outlined 
months and months ago by Herr Al- 
fred Rosenberg. 

No, Austria’s danger lies with the 
nazis within her own border. ‘They 
were not involved in the recent fight- 
ing. They reserved their strength for 
another day. They know full welJ 
that very little separates them from 
the fascists of Prince Stahremberg’s 
persuasian. They see the day com- 
ing when Dollfuss must knuckle down 
completely to Prince Stahremberg. 
He is a nationalist, he believes in 
authoritarian government, he idolizes 
Mussolini and all the duce stands for. 
So do the nazis. What is to pre- 
vent them from coming to an under- 
standing ‘and ousting Dollfuss? 

The mere formation of a_ nazi- 
Stahremberg coalition would sound 
the death-knell of Dollfuss’ govern- 
ment. If that happened he can no 
longer call upon’ the socialists to 
stand by him for the preservation of 
democratic government. He wiped 
out the ‘social-democrats,. his only po- 
tential allies. It is merely a question 
of time before the nazis will come to 
power in Austria and although there 
will be no union of Germany and 
Austria immediately, ultimately that, 
too, must come. 


A Blow at 


Internationalism. 


What has happened in Austria 
recently cannot be otherwise inter- 
preted as a blow at internationalism. 
One more bulwark of international 
collaboration has en. swept away. 
The question is w, has the world

| gained by that display of ruthless and 


brutal force? Observers on the spot 
declare that Herr Dollfuss’ govern- 
ment is semi-fascist, others say it is 
outright fascist and that it is only a 
question of time before Britain and 
France, the two remaining democratic 
countries, will also go that way. 

Have fhe fascist nations anything 
to boast about that the non-fascist 
countries haven’t got? If anytthing, 
says Percy Winner, domestic, political 
and economic problems are growing 
worse in Germany and Italy. Ger- 
many for the first ‘time in four years 
has just had a month in which she 
imported more goods than she ex- 
ported. This fact puts a_ serious 
crimp in Hitler’s promises, Taxes 
are ruinous. Business is poor. Un- 
employment is staggering. Italy’s sit- 
uation, remarks the same observer, is 
so bad that Senator Agnelli, of the 
powerful Fiat Company, urges his 
government to take over foreign trade 
in a subsidized monopoly much closer 
to Moscow’s ideals than Rome’s. He 
wants the government to provide a 
direct dole to industry. 

His plan is really state capitalism. 
He wants the government to force the 
people to pay the difference between 
what Italy can produce for export 
and what she can get for it abroad. 
Thus, if Italy exports five billion lire 
worth of goods and can collect only 
four billions, the fascist state is to 
increase domestic prices to get the 
difference of one billion. 

_Many fascist policies deliberately 
aim at international aggression, either 
economic or military. For example. 
Italy, which cannot support her pres- 
ent population, does everything in her 
power to increase the birth rate. 
There is one advantage about the sit- 
uation. Nations loaded with domestic 
troubles are not so prone to go to 
war, or again, it might eause them to 
decide on war as the only possible 
way out. But that’s a serious gamble,

It offered three courses of procedure,in connection with radio, 
telephone and telegraph systems: (a) ‘No change, (b) stronger 
government regulation, and (c) government ownership. 

He made no official comment, but unofficially passed around 
the word that he favored the second course, stronger government 
regulation. He let that idea blow around in the winds of. public 
opinion for several weeks. Strong opposition developed. All the 
widows and orphans who own A. T. and T. stock wrote protesting 
letters to their congressmen. It became evident that Mr. Roose- 
velt would not be able to put his communications idea over at this 
session of congress. 

So he changed his idea. He sent an official message to con- 
gress recommending simple legislation consolidating existing com- 


munications control. . . 

STRATEGY It looks as if he backed down completely, but he 
did not. If he can get congress to set up the new 

commisison now, he will recommend next year that powers for 

federal regulation be amplified along the line he desires. He will 

get what he can now without a fight and wait for the rest. 

Such tactics may not fit in with the popular inclination to glorify 
White House idols, but are essential to strategic success the way 
government is conducted in Washington, 

The trouble with that line of strategy is that it keeps presi- 
dential followers up in the air and makes some newspaper predic- 
tions look sour. 

For instance, Representative Rayburn had a strong communica- 
tlons control bill drawn along the line the president was orig- 
inally thinking. He had to tear it up and write a new one when 
the official program was submitted.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—(4)—

eral, to finance repairs on homes. 
These loans would go into trade chan- 
nels immediately, since the money 
would be spent for materials and la- 
bor. It is also desired to use capital 
from the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 


poration bonds . to buy  Federai 
Home Loan Bank bonds. The money 
thus given the banks would be used 
to finance new homes directly or to 
provide building and loan associations 
with funds for the same purpose. 

Thus far this phase of the program 
has not advanced far because Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation bonds 
could not be sold to advantage, and 
there hasn’t been much cash avail- 
able. With the principal of the bonds 
guaranteed, a strong market is be- 
lieved to be assured. 

The Home Owners’ Loan Coropra- 
tion has reached a pace of 1,417 trans- 
actions a day involving $3,926,000, 
but it is expected to surpass this if 
congress passes the bill requested by 
the president. 

His Home Owners‘ Loan Corpora- 
tion message was one of the four sent 
from the White House to the capitol 
today. The president asked appro- 
priation of $1,165,000 to erect an em- 
bassy and living quarters for all 
American officials in Moscow. He 
transmitted an executive order estab- 
lishing a federal employment stabili- 
zation office in the department of 
commerce. 

Message. 

The message follows: 

“To the Congress: 

“On January 10 I recommended to 
the congress the passage of legislation 
guaranteeing the principal as well as 
the interest of the $2,000,000,000 of 
bonds authorized for the refinancing 
of agricultural indebtedness. 

“I now recommend that the home 
owners’ loan act be similarly amended. 

“The purpose of such: legislation, 
as in the case of farm financing, will 
be to assure the continued progress 
on a self-sustaining basis of the mak- 
ing of loans for the purpose of re- 
financing home mortgages without in- 
terruption. 

“There is the same reason for ac- 
knowledging publicly what already 
amounts to a moral obligation in re- 
spect to these bonds as there was in 
the case of bonds authorized to be 
issued through the farm credit ad- 
ministration. 

“By making provisions for an ex- 
change of the new type of bonds guar- 
anteed as to principal as well as in- 
terest for those already issued, those 
mortgagees who have sh their will- 
ingness to co-operate with“the govern- 
ment’s program by accepting the origi- 
nal bonds, will be placed on an equal 
footing with mortgagees who here- 
after obtain the fully guaranteed ob- 
ligations proposed by this legislation. 

“Out of ‘the funds which may be 
made available as a result of the pro- 
posed guarantee of principal of these 
bond, the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion should be enabled to extend fur- 
ther assistance for the modernization 
of homes as well as for the making 
of repairs. 

“Authority should also be given to 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation to 
purchase bonds of the Federal Home 
loan banks, thus enabling the corpora-

ARMY RECRUITING 
SPURTS IN AUSTRIA 


VIENNA, March 1.—()—Recruit- 
ing for the Austrian army and its 
allied heimwehr corps spurted today 
as a socialist officials newspaper 
urged party members to be ready “for 
a resumption of our fight” against the 
government. 

Chancellor Dollfuss has conquered, 
but “opportunities for a resumption 
of our fight and for our victory will 
come,” asserted the organ, published 
in Czecho-Slovakia and distributed 
here by government mailmen.

EMPLOYES FIRED 


West Says Few Have 
Been Replaced in Reor- 
ganization of Office.

George West, special representative 
of the board of directors of the Home 


|Owners’ Loan Corporation, Thursday 


confirmed reports that 25 employes 
of the Atlanta offices have been dis- 
missed during reorganization of the 
offices here in the last six weeks. 

“In the genera] reorganization of 
the offices we have had to dismi 
number of employes, but all of shem 
were let go because they were not 
qualified or suitable to the work. we 
have here,” Mr. West said. 

The special representative was ap- 
pointed by the corporation's | board 
about January 15, the appointment 
apparently being made without the 
knowledge of Senators Walter F. 
George and Richard B. Russell Jr., 
or members of the Georgia delegation 
in the house. It is understood that 
a number of the employes dismissed 
have written to Washington, charg- 
ing that their dismissal was laid to 
politics. 

“We have replaced only a few of 
the people dismissed,” Mr. West said. 
“Most of those let go, we have- not 
found it necessary to replace, but 
those we have replaced have been 
replaced by people qualified and suit- 
ed to the work in our offices.” _ 

No list of those dismissed was avail- 
able. Commenting on reports that 
the employes of the office retained 
were apprehensive over their jobs, Mr. 
West said “we will all be out of here 
in 1936 as congress provided that 
the office should terminate then.” 

The HOLC has refinanced 1,698 
homes in Georgia so far. These have 
been handled despite a late start. 
Mr. West said that the office is now 
closing from 30 to 40 loans a day. 

“The record made in the last six 
weeks shows that the revised office 
force has handled more loans than 
it did previously,” Mr. West said. “I 
do not say that I have done it. I say 
it has been done.” 

Frank Holden, state manager of 
the HOLC, still is on the job, despite 
Mr. West’s appointment. 


ROOSEVELTIAN ERA 
LOOMS IN FRANCE 


PARIS. March 1.— (UP) —A 
“Rooseveltian era” in Freneh poli- 
tics, with Premier Gaston Doumergue 
wielding dictatorial powers, was in- 
augurated today in an effort to bal- 
ance the budget and restore confi- 
dence. 

The elderly statesmen rode rough- 
shod over both houses of parliament 
to gain the right to rule the nation’s 
finances by .decree. He proposes to 
cut government expenditures sharply 
to eliminate an anticipated deficit of 
600,000,000 francs ($39,396,000). 

The United Press understood the 
Doumergue economy program would 
start with slashes in sAlaries, veter- 
ans’ benefits and social insurance, 
within two weeks. The premier rec- 
égnizes these drastic steps. will be 
bitterly unpopular, but considers them 
essential to a sound economic policy. 

Premier Doumergue, his victory in 
his pocket, planned to send parlia- 
ment on vacation as soon as he can 
do so gracefully so that he may wield 
his great powers in an atmosphere 
freed of political turmoil. ; 

A further Rooseveltian analogy 
was seen in reports that a code for 
French heavy industries, including 
stee] producers, is being contemplated 
by the industrialists themselves, witb 
government collaboration. Whether 
this may lead to a French NRA series 
of codes remained conjectural. 

A new era of trade relations be- 
tween the United States and France, 
including perhaps a settlement of the 
troublesome ward ebts problem, was 
envisioned by French economists. 

Authority given Premier Gaston 
Doumergue to change the French 
tariff structure was called the initial 
step in eliminating economic barriers 
to a healthy world trade.

Constructive Era for Realm 


HSINKING (CHANGCHUN), 
Manchukuo, March 1.—(4)—Under 
the aegis of 50,000 soldiers, the “‘radi- 
ance of the sun, moon and _ stars,” 
and the boyish emperor, Kang Teh, 
the new “great Manchu empire” be- 
gan today an era of construction. 

“I proclaim this the first year of 
kangte, the era of construction,” an- 
nounced the 28-year-old Henry Pu-yi 
as he ceremoniously ascended Man- 
chukuo’s orchid throne. 

“In co-operation with our great 
neighbor, Japan, our course will re- 
main as unaltered as the sun in 
heaven. j 

“Today the country is bathed in 
the radiance of the sun, moon and 
stars. Heaven favors only those who 
are virtuous. The establishment of 


the monarchy affected the salvation 
‘of our veoples from the agencies and 
sufferings of water and fire.” 

Ceremonies this morning elevating 
the former boy emperor of Chiha had 
the stiffnees of Japanese military 
precision, the safety of soldiers and 
detectives, the color of ancient robes 
and flags, the austerity of 3,000-yenr- 
old traditions, 

And, in keeping with the rites, 
Kang Teh declared his rule would 
be simple, safe, tranquil, and virtu- 
ous. 

His words were echoed—for the 
benefit of foreign countries—by the 
foreign minister: “By paying rever- 
ence to heavenly commands we eased 
the hearts of the people; let all re- 


joice in universal peace; strife has 


iven way to tranquillity; let us sing 
ymns of concord with all mankind.”

This ended any attempt to pass 
the amendment in the 1934 legislature, 
since the general assembly’s rules com- 
mittee has complete control of legisla- 
tion during the last 15 days of a ses- 
sion. A senate committee reported 
favorably a bill to appropriate $25v,- 
000 for the Mammoth Cave National 
park project. 

Efforts to amend the Virginia budg- 
et in the house of delegates resulted 
only in the addition of $125,000 to 
replace a condemned dormitory at the 
School for the Deaf and Blind at 
Staunton. The senate proceeded slow- 
iy in its attempt to clear its calen- 

ar. 

South Carolina’s general assembly 
busied itself yesterday with tax exten- 
sion, auto tags and mortgage relief 
legislation. The senate undertook re- 
vision of the $6,784,000 annual ap- 
propriations.

CORRECT CARD READING. 

In considering the question of leads 
and plays at the bridge table there are 
certain types of plays, such as the 
king from king-small, that in some 
instances are termed “desperation 
leads,” so named because, while they 
may easily sacrifice a trick, they offer 
what appears to be the only oppor- 
tunity of defeating the contract. It 
does not necessarily. follow, however, 
that every time a player leads a king 
from king-small the play is a despera- 
tion play. Sometimes the player can, 
by inference, place the ace in his 
partner’s hand or may know that 
if the ace is not there nothing can 


prevent the opponents from making 
their contract. 

An interesting example of a lead 
of this type which turned out well 
occurred on the hand below, played 
in a bridge tournament at Crockford’s

LINDBERGH KIDNAPER 
SEARCH STILL STRONG

NEW YORK, March 1.—(UP)— 
Two years ago tonight, some time 
between 8:30 and 10 o’clock, the in- 
fant son of Colonel and Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindbergh was “snatched” from 
his nursery: crib at Hopewell, N. J., 
and there is ample evidence that the 
trail of his murderers is as hot now 
as it was two days after the abduc- 
tion. 

Pursuit of the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ers, who murdered their tiny captive 
as they fled from Sourland moun- 
tain. is now concentrated in the 
hands of the federal department of 
justice. Rumors, many of them with 
reasonable foundation, persist that 
the most important clews have never 
been made public. 

The last act remains to be writ- 
ten in the greatest, most tragic crime 
drama of the centufy. When that 
last act is written, when the kidnap- 
ers are brought to heel, the story will 
stand as a classic in the annals of 
criminal daring and criminal cun- 
ning. ; 

For two years the abductors of 
Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. have eluded 
the most unflagging manhunt in the 
nation’s history: But the federal men 
who now have charge persist in the 
declaration that a solution is inevita- 
ble, that a break might come at any 
time. 

New clews of a sensational charac- 
ter, are in the hands of authorities, 
according to Larry Rue, who has 
spent weeks on a private investiga- 
tion and whose conclusions have been 
published. in the New York Daily 
News. 

“As said before,” he wrote today, 
‘one of these involves a snicide as 
dramatie as that of Violet Sharpe. It 
involves the subpoenaing of the bank 
account of a highly respected and in- 
nocent citizen, the tapping of his tele- 
phone for months. It involves a car, 
possibly used by the kidnaper, discov- 
ered abandoned the day after the kid- 
naping. It brings handwriting experts 
definitely into the case. 

“These clews point in one direction, 
to a certain locality, to certain indi- 
viduals. They are positive clews, and 
the answer eventually will be found 
around them.” 

To retrace, at a distance of two 
years, the multifarious developments 
in the Lindbergh case would be to

GREENWOOD, Miss., March 1.— 
(?)— Without specifically requesting 
the death pena.ty, in final arguments 
the state today asked the jury trying 
Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean on a murder 
charge for the alleged poison whisky 
highball death of Dr. John Preston 
Kennedy to “consider her case as you

“You promised to try this case on 
the evidence presented and to bring 
in a verdict of guilty or not guilty 


regardless of the fact the defendant 
is a woman. The fact she is a woman 


is not shield for crime,” Means John- 
ston, special prosecutor retained by 


the Kennedy family, told the jury in 
Opening the arguments. 

During a court recess District At- 
torney Arthur Jordan, who will close 
for the state, told newsmen that the 
matter of punishment in event of con- 
viction was “for the jury to decide.” 

Never Demanded. 

Reiterating a statement issued at 
the start of the trial, Jordan said: 
“Il have never demanded a death 
verdict of a jury and I won’t now. 
There are some facts in this case 
which we believe warrant a verdict of 
death and I shall so inform the jury 
about this, but if you ask me directly 
if I am going: to ask for the death 
penalty I would have to say no. That 
is a matter for the jury to decide.” 
Jobnston read to the jury the in- 
structions drawn by the state, assert- 
ing these provided two verdicts in 
favor of the state—guilty as charged, 
automatically carrying a death by 
hanging penalty, and guilty, which 
would carry a life sentence. 

For the defense, Attorney Dick Den- 
man told the jury its instructions pro- 
vided for a verdict of acquittal “if 
any reasonable doubt exists in your 
minds that Kennedy met death in the 
exact manner charged by the state.” 
rden on State. 
“Remember the burden of proof 
rests with the state,” he said. “The 
court will instruct the jury that 
dying declarations must be regarded 
with great caution and circumspec- 
tion.” . 
Kennedy’s alleged dying statement 
that Dr. Dean poisoned him with a 
whisky highball at a “farewell” mid- 
night tryst July 27, is the keystone 
of the state’s case. 
“Testimony that Ruth Dean was in 
love with Preston Kennedy and was 
charged with disrupting the home life 
of the surgeon and his wife must hot 
accepted alone as evidence that 
she poisoned him,’ Denman’s instruc- 
tions concluded. 

The instructions had the approval 
of Presiding Judge S. F. Davis, who 
ruled that “there is no element of 
manslaughter in this case.” 

Unmovred, Dr. Dean, the 36-year-old 


defendant, listened to these prelimi- 
naries attentively and ‘then sat back 
in her chair to follow the arguments 
with the same calm she has shown 
almost throughout her five weeks in 
the courtroom. She wore a bright red 
rose on the lapel of her fur jacket. 

, Parents Present. 

Directly behind her sat the aged 
parents of the dead surgeon, Dr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Kennedy, his two dentist 
brothers, and his divorced wife; Mrs. 
Bessie Barry Kennedy, who testified 
that Dr. Dean “broke up her home.” 

Dr. Dean took the stand early this 
week to deny the poison charge, as- 
serting she had loved Kennedy but had 
turned him down to marry Captain 
Franklin C. Maull, of Lewes, Del. If 
she had read yesterday’s press dis- 
patches from Philadelphia quoting 


Maul as saying they had never been 
engaged, she gave no sign of it today. 
Taking off her gloves for the first 
time in court, she disclosed a diamond 
sparkling on her engagement finger. 

She smiled slightly when Johnston 
told the jury: 

‘We want to be fair about this case, 
but you have a right not to believe 
anything Dr. Dean said on the stand. 
Remember she has a more intense in- 
terest in this trial than anyone.” 

With three attorneys on each side 
to be heard and arguments limited

The Associated Press score card 
gave Carnera 10 rounds, the first, 
second, fifth, eighth, ninth and the 
last five. ~Loughran was credited 
with four, the third, fourth, sixth and 
tenth, and the seventh appeared even, 

Giant Wins No Glory. 

For Carnera, all 270 pounds of him, 
there was little glory in the victory. 
From the first round to the finish, 
in a steadily rising crescendo, the 
crowd cheered Loughran and booed 
the champion as prestige slipped away 
from a man who could not beat down 
another over whom he had the great- 
est weight advantage in the history of 
the ring. Jess Willard’s 65-pound ad- 
Vantage over Jack Dempsey at To- 
ledo was unchallenged in a title 
match up to tonight. 

Dedicated to the kind of battle cal- 
culated to bring him into instant dis- 
favor against so small a man, Car- 
nera methodically forced Loughran to 
retreat to the ropes or into corners, 
where the giant immediately would 
envelop: the challenger in his tele- 
graph-pole arms. 

He held Loughran in the corners 
with one hand and beat him with the 
other while Referee Shea tore angrily 
in to pull them apart and the crowd 
booed what actually constituted a 
foul under the Miami commission rule. 
Time and again Carnera was warned 
but he always came back to club and 
pound and lean on the little man, 
wearing him steadily down. 

In the very first round Carnera 
landed a club-like right to the head 
that until the fifteenth was the best 
punch he landed all night. - But 
Loughran danced back, feinting the 
monster with his left, jabbing occa- 
sional lefts to the face, daring to 
heave rights that flabbergasted the 
mountain that moves like a man. 

ALWAYS HEAVY PLODDING. 

Carnera’s attack was always the 

same—heavy, ponderous, wearing. But 
in the four rounds Loughran really 
held the upper hand, the picture both 
amazed and delighted the scanty be- 
holders. 
In the fifth, after being roughed 
most of the round, the 184-pound 
oughran actually staggered Carnera 
with three right-hand blasts to the 
chin just before the gong. Again in 
the Sixth, after befuddling the giant 
with his boxing, Tommy~let him: have 
it on the jaw with a right that threw 
Carnera completely off stride. One 
more punching ‘flair in the tenth just 
about completed the evening for the 
challenger. 

From then on Carnera’s weight 
told, Tommy’s legs slowed, his arms 
got heavy from fighting off the cham- 
pion in the clinches. He tried to sit 
down in Carnera’s corner at the end 
of the 14th and Bill Duffy, the cham- 
pion’s manager, kindly tossed cold 
water on him, reviving him enough to 
walk steadily across the ring. He 
fought blindly through the last round. 
At the end of evening Carnera seemed 
glad, despite the loss of prestige, that 
a fellow had gone the full derby 
route, 


ROUND ONE. 

Loughran danced lightly from his 
corner, slipped under Carnera’s left 
jab and shot a long left to the body. 
The giant champion stormed in on 
Tommy, pressed him to the ropes and 
as they swap body punches Tommy 
complained Carnera was stepping on 
his feet. Carnera leaped on the chal- 
lenger and tumbled him across the 
ring, heaving him from side to side, 
and the crowd booed as Loughran 
bobbed like a cork in a stormy -sea, 
Carnera drove Tommy to the ropes, 
shot a left hook to the head, a heavy 
right to the body and another left 
to the body. Tommy danced away in- 
stead and stabbed Carnera’s head with 
three left jabs, but the champion 
roared back at him, flinging him 
about in his huge arms, nailing him 
with a hard uppercut to the head as 
the bell sounded. 

OUND TWO. 

Loughran surprised the big boy, 
dancing a left to the head and chop- 
ping a right to the body. - Carnera 
stabbed Tommy’s face neatly with a 
long left and Tommy, looking like a 
pigmy beside the tremendous bulk of 
the champion, stabbed him right back 
on the nose. Carnera jumped into 
close quarters and roughed Loughran 
along the ropes, but Tommy tied him 
up neatly as Carnera swung wildly 
with both hands. « Carnera chased 
Tommy into a corner, whipped a left 
to the body and a right to the head 
which shook the challenger badly. 
Holding Tommy with one hand, Car- 
nera drove the challenger across the 
ring and hurled him about roughly. 
Failing to land the blow, but bear- 
ing down with all his weight on Lough- 
ran’s smaller form and the crowd howl- 
ed in protest as the referee pulled 
the champion away angrily at the 
bell. 


ROUND THREE. 

Loughran took the offensive, jabbing 
Carnera’s nose three times with a 
light left. As Carnera seized the tiny 
challenger, started to hurl him about 
again the crowd howled again. The 
champ grinned and let Tommy loose. 
Loughran danced away lightly, pump- 
ing three lefts to the head and a right 
to the body, but Carnera chased after 
him, smothered him in his big arms 
and hurled him about on the ropes 
elubbing lefts to the body, rights to 
the side of the head. As they feinted 
in the open, Carnera hit the challenger 
with a hard left hook to the head but 
Tommy stopped short and belted the

Carnera fought back savagely, pound- 
ing on Tommy’s arms with both his 
huge fists.

If Sherry Smith makes half as good 
a sheriff as he was a pitcher, Newton 
county could have no better protec- 
tion. 

It is something of a coincidence that 
the state of Georgia sent to the Brook- 
lyn club probably the two greatest 
left-handers that club has had over 
a period of years. Last Sunday, we 
wrote about George Napoleon Rucker, 
the first great left-hander from Ros- 
well, Ga., who put in nine years with 
the Brooklyn team. 

Today, it is this column’s privilege 
to present to you another great left- 
hander from Georgia, one who has 
the unusual record of having been a 
star in both the National and Ameri- 
can leagues. 

Sherry Smith, whose pleasant like- 
ness you see at the top of this column 
and who hailed originally from Mans- 
field, Ga., was that man. And he was 
among the top-notch performers in 
both circuits during the 14 years 
that he was a major league pitcher. 

WORLD SERIES. - 

Sherry- Smith pitched for eight 
years at Brooklyn and participated in 
two World Series with Uncle Wilbert 
Robinson’s Dodgers of 1916 and 1920. 
Then, he went to Cleveland, ‘where 
he served nobly for five years on 
that team’s pitching staff. 

There is much that was distinctive 
about Sherry Smith’s pitching. In the 
matter of southpaw effectiveness he 
was not far behind that other great 
Georgian, Nap Rucker, who spent his 
entire career with Brooklyn. 

Sherry Smith pitched some of the 
most notable games in the big league 
records. 

Who will forget his 14-inning bat- 
tle with Babe Ruth in the World 
Series of 1916 between Brooklyn and 
“ee Boston Red Sox? Babe Ruth was 

ggg then and a good one. The 
Ba e won the-battle over Sherry 
Smith, 2 to 1, but it remains today 
the longest (if not the greatest) pitch- 
ing battle in the World Series annals. 

ieee years later, in the World Se- 
ries of 1920 between Brooklyn and 
Cleveland, the husky Smith unbur- 
dened himself of another pitching 
classic. He beat Ray Caldwell and 
Duster Mails in another great game, 
also by the score.of 2 to 1. Sherry 
allowed only three hits in this game, 
one a double by Tris Speaker, who 
later managed him. 

WO GREAT GAMES. 

Wilbert Robinson, the president of 
the Crackers, often speaks of those 
two great games that Sherry Smith 
pitched for him in the World Series 
of 1916 and 1920. They were mar- 
velous games. 

Sherry Smith not only had every- 
thing as a pitcher, including a great 
curve, fast fall and a change of pace, 


but. he had what. probably: was the 
greatest move to first of any big 
league pitcher of history He had 
the lowest percentage of bases sto- 
len: off him of any big league pitcher. 
They just didn’t steal. For Sherry 
Smith usually picked them off before 
they had a chance. 

Joe Williams, now sports editor of 
the New York World Telegram, wrote 
of Smith in 1925, then starting his 
fourth season with the Indians: 

‘Behind every ball that he pitches 
is a purpose. This explains why he

is the easy, confident master of five 
pitcher, whereas 90 per cent of the 
pitchers in big league baseball are 
unable to throw one or two with any 
degree of reliability. 

“The Indian players say he was 
the best pitcher in the league last 
year, bar none, and with any kind 
of sustained defense would have won 
20 or 25 games for Speaker.” 

Joe rene also pointed out that 
Sherry ith was one of the hard- 
est workers that Cleveland ever had, 

“He igs one of those old-fashioned 
birds who wear suspenders and calls 
trousers ‘breeches,’ and, being old- 
fashioned, he believes in hard work. 
When you see him on the sidelines 
or down in the bull-pen throwing, you 
are seeing a coe veteran prac- 
ticing on accurac 

GREAT ASSORTMENT. 

Sherry Smith had a marvelous as- 
sortment of stuff, practically every- 
thing that. Nap Rucker had, including 
a knuckle ball. .He probably never 
had Ruoker’s speed, but he was no 
mean hand at burning the ball in 
there. 

Smith started his professional ca- 
reer with Greensboro, N. C., in the 
Piedmont league in 1909. He was 
with Jacksonville, of the old Sally, 
in 1910, being drafted that year by 
Pittsburgh, of the National. 

Since leaving the big leagues, he 
pitched briefly for Atlanta, managed 
Cedartown in the Georgia-Alabama 
league, winning a pennant one year 
and finishing second the next. In 
1932, he had the Macon club in the 
Southeastern league race until it dis- 
banded. 

Sherry writes that he likes his job 
of police chief and sheriff just fine. 
It is a new kind of life for him, this 
business of being an arm of the law, 
instead of the arm of a 
staff.

HIS RING CROWN

he picked Tommy up and almost hurl- 

im through the ropes on one‘ side 
ef the ring. The referee warned him 
again and Loughran danced swiftly.in 
pees Carnera’s face with a short 
eft, crossing his right full and hard to 
the jaw. Carnera missed a wild right 
in a return and Tommy rapped the 
champion with lefts and s csniated his 
right to the’side, and flung another 
right to the head as Carnera started 
to flounder. Matching all his guile 
against the tremendous strength of the 
champion, Tommy went in with lefts, 
feinted him out of position and banged 
him with both hands as the crowd 
went wild with applause. Tommy 
was making the champion miss and 
Carnera looked like a novice as Lough- 
ran speared him and out-danced him 
to the end of the round. 

ROUND FIVE. 

Carnera caught Tommy coming in 
with a left to the side of the Yace 
and roughed Tommy unmercilessly 
along the ropes, holding him with 
first one hand and then the other 
and hitting him on the side of the 
head. He drove Tommy into a cor- 
ner and the challenger made the giant 
miss with both hands. But Carnera 
leaned heavily on the little man as 
Carnera smashed him about the head 
with both hands. Carnera chased 
Tommy across the ring, caught him 
on the other ropes and did it all over 
again. Tommy bounced from side to 
side totally unable to cope with the 
champ’s strength. As Carnera batted 
him again in a corner Tommy sud- 
denly stepped out with a left to the. 
jaw that bent Carnera’s knees. Again 
Tommy sent a right to the chin and 
Carnera seemed to stagger a trifle. 
Furiously Loughran smashed _ both 
hands to the body with a beautiful 
rally as the beli sounded. 

ROUND SIX. 

Carnera rushed out anxiously and 
Tommy speared him with a left to 
the face that brought a lump under 
the champion’s left eye. Loughran 
flew at the champ with both hands 
smashing to the giant’s face and Car- 
nera was so frantic he grabbed Lough- 
ran about the face with one hand 
and hammered his head with a right 
until the referee forced him to stop. 
Failing at long range, Carnera grab- 
bed Tommy again and forced him to 
the ropes where he hammered wildly 
at Tommy’s body, forcing him half- 
way out of the ring.

ROUND SEVEN. 

Tommy moved about the great hulk 
of the champion trying to reach him 
with a left jab to the face but Car- 
nera stabbed out three times with 
his left to Tommy’s jaw. Loughran 
shot a light left to the body and 
as the champion rushed in, tied up 
Carnera neatly. As they eqame away 
Loughran shot a terrific right to 
Carnera’s jaw and the champion 
turned savage. He drove Loughran 
to the ropes, smashing his head with 
both hands, beating him as he would 
with two clubs and the challenger 
backed desperately, bobbed low and 
wove as much of the storm as he 
could. Carnera calmed down and 
Loughran danced dizzily to the corner 
of the ring again. He managed to 
jab a left to Carnera’s head and a 
left to the side as the bell sounded. 

ROUND EIGHT. 

Carnera tore out as if to end the 
fight swiftly, catching Loughran in 
mid-ring, driving Loughran across to 
the ropes under a bat-like attack from 
both fists. Tommy staggered as he 
came off the ropes and his legs were 
dragging wearily. He shot his left to 
Primo’s body and then landed a hard 
right to the chin as Carnera followed. 
Again as Tommy retreated and the 
champion tore after him Loughran 
stabbed his left straight to the head 
and pounded his right on Carnera’s 
jaw. Carnera became calm and they 
danced, each watching for an open- 
ing. Suddenly Carnera’ charged

Content to box with his lighter and 
clever challenger, Carnera_ stabbed 
Longhran’s head with his left.

Car- 
nera rushed Loughran to the ropes 
again. the one place where he con- 
tinually held the upper hand, and 
bludgeoned Tommy about the head 
with both hands.

Loughran bounced up freshly and 
stabbed for Carnera’s long jaw with 
his Ieft. They popped jabs at each 
other until Carnera again enveloped 
the challenger in his huge arms on the 
ropes and held him, clubbing him and 
heaved him around generally. Lough- 
ran tried to reach the champion's 
head with his left but he could only 
retreat tothe opposite ropes when 
the champion again hung all over him.
